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ANNUAL  REPORT  1964 


To  the  Mayor ,  Aldermen  &  Councillors 
of  the  Borough  of  Loughborough. 

Your  Worship,  Mrs. Bradley  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  herewith  my  28th  Annual 
Report  on  the  Health  of  your  Borough. 

The  number  of  deaths  of  infants  under  the  age  of  1  year 
was  10,  giving  an  infant  mortality  rate  of  14*25  compared 
with  15.8  last  year.  The  average  rate  for  the  past  5  years 
up  to  and  including  1964  was  16.8  compared  x^ith  16.7  for- the 
five  years  up  to  and  including  1963.  The  provisional  rate 
for  England  &  Wales  for  1964  was  20.  Of  the  10  deaths  men¬ 
tioned  above  sevep.  occurred  within  a  few  hours  of  birth  from 
causes  operating  during  pregnancy,  and  in  the  present  state 
of  knowledge  can  fairly  be  regarded  as  unpreventable .  The 
three  babies  that  survived  more  than  one  month  were  all 
suffering  from  congenital  heart  lesions,  similarly  unpre vent- 
able  conditions. 

The  only  infectious  disease  calling  for  comment  was 
measles,  255  cases  of  which  were,  notified  during  the  year, 
mainly  as  a  continuation  of  the  outbreak  which  occurred  at  the 
end  of  1963.  There  were  no  deaths  from  any  infectious  disease. 

Once  again  malignant  disease  was  the  second  largest  cause 
of  death,  and  when  classified  as  to  site  the  largest  single 
cause  was  carcinoma  of  the  lung  and  bronchus. 

As  will  be  seen  from  the  section  of  the  report  dealing 
with  houses  in  multiple  occupation,  much  attention  has  been 
feiven  to  the  problems  created  by  the  influx  of  a  considerable 
number  of  immigrant  workers  .in  a  relatively  short  time.  At  one 
period  there  were  some  50  houses  in  multiple  occupation  and 
there  was  a  tendency  to  overcrowding.  However,  as  other  houses 
have  become  available  the  occupants  have  thinned  out  and  the 
conditions  have  improved,  and  by  the  end  of  the  year  only  22 
houses  were  known  to  be  in  multiple  occupation.  The  situation 
is  one  which  will  need  careful  watching,  however,  especially 
if  a  further  influx  of  immigrants  occurs.  It  is,  of  course.

only  natural  that  persons  coming  into  a  country  strange  to  its 
language  and  customs  should  gravitate  to  houses  occupied  by 
others  of  the  same  nationality,  and  even  though  they  may  in  time 
obtain  separate  accommodation,  there  is  a  danger  of  conditions 
deteriorating  in  the  meantime.  In  those  cases  where  the  houses 
are  regularly  used  as  lodging  houses,  the  Council  has  taken 
action  under  the  appropriate  Sections  of  the  Housing  Acts  to 
ensure  that  reasonable  minimum  standards  are  maintained. 

In  conclusion!  should  like  to  thank  the  Health  Committee 
for  their  continued  support  during  the  year,  Mr .Healey,  Chief 
Public  Health  Inspector,  for  much  of  the  work  of  compiling  this 
report,  and  all  the  members  of  the  staff  for  their  willing 
co-operation.

Ante-natal  Clinic 

The  clinic  provides 'regular  ante-natal  supervision  of  expectant 
mothers  complementary  to  that  given  by  the  general  practitioners, with 
whom  close  liaison  is  maintained.  It  enables  the  midwives  (who  in 
most  cases  will  actually  conduct  the  delivery)  to  examine  their 
patients  under  more  convenient  conditions  than  are  usually  afforded 
in  a  private  house,  and  the  mothers  also  receive  talks  on  all 
matters  relating  to  pregnancy  and  the  lying-in  period.  These, 
together  with  the  relaxation  classes  started  in  1957,  have  proved 
a  great  success  and  are  very  well  attended.  They  give  the  mothers, 
especially  those  to  whom  childbirth  is  a  new  experience,  a  greater 
confidence  and  help-  to  allay  many  of  the  fears  which  formerly 
surrounded  the  birth  of  a  baby

Dental  Treatment  of  Mothers  and  Children 

A  monthly  dental  inspection  clinic  was  held  at  the  Lemyngton 
Street  Welfare  Centre .  At  this  all  children  whose  mothers  desired 
it  were  inspected  by  the  Dental  Surgeon  who  is  also  responsible  for 
the  Education  Authority’s  dental  service.  Advice  was  given  on  the 
care  of  the  teeth,  and  minor  conservative  work  carried  out  on  the 
spot.  Cases  requiring  more  extensive  treatment  were  dealt  with  at 
the  School  Clinic  under  the  arrangement  with  the  Education  Committee.

Day  Nursery 

-Day  nursery  facilities  are  provided  by  the  County  Council 
primarily  for  cases  where  circumstances  are  such  that  nursery 
accommodation  is  necessary  on  welfare  grounds ,  e.g.  for  children 
having  only  one  parent ,  for  cases  of  temporary  illness  in  the 
home,  or  where  the  child1 s  home  environment  is  unsatisfactory* 

The  Southfield  Park  Day  Nursery  accommodates  50  children, 
approximately  15  under  1y  years  and  35  between  1y  and  5  years. 

Any  surplus  accommodation  after  satisfying  the  requirements  of 
"welfare”  cases  is  allocated  to  the  children  of  households  where 
both  parents  are  at  work. 

Illegitimate  Children 

Information  on  illegitimate  births  is  exchanged  with  other 
Welfare  Authorities,  and  cases  requiring  assistance,  e.g,  in 
connection  with  adoptions,  are  referred  to  the  Leicester  Diocesan 
Moral  Welfare'  Association. 

Premature  Infants 

...A  record  is  kept,  of  premature  children  born  in  or  transferred 
to  the  district.  For  this  purpose  a  premature  infant  is  defined 
as  one  weighing  5y  lbs.  or  less  at  birth.

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NATIONAL  ASSISTANCE  ACT  1948 

Section  47  -  Removal  to  suitable  premises  of  persons  in  need 

of  care  and  attention. 

Under  this  Section  the  Council  is  empowered  to  apply  to  a 
Court  of  Summary  Jurisdiction  for  an  order  for  the  removal  to  a 
suitable  place  of  a  person  who  is  suffering  from  grave  chronic 
disease,  or  being  aged,  infirm  or  physically  incapacitated,  is 
living  in  insanitary  conditions  and  is  not  receiving  proper 
care  and  attention.  A  certificate  that  such  action  is  necessary 
must  be  issued  by  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health. 

Investigations  we re  made  into  a  few  cases  during  the  year, 
but  in  only  one  case  was  formal  action  considered  to  be  necessary.

The  small  number  of  children  immunised  in  the  5  -  15  age 
group  is  what  is  to  be  expected,  as  all  children  should  have 
been  Immunised  before  reaching  this  group .  In  order  to  keep  up 
their  immunity,  children  who  were  Immunised- in  infancy  are 
given  the  opportunity  of  receiving  an  additional  "boosting” 
dose  of  diphtheria  prophylactic  on  attaining  school  age,  and 
508  children  were  so  treated  during  the  year.

With  the  exception  of  a  few  outlying  properties  all  the 
houses  in  the  area  are  connected  to  the  main  drainage  system. 
The  Sewage  Works  were  modified  and  extended  in  1955 ,  but  with 
further  extensive  building  development  the  plant  again  became 
overloaded  and  considerable  extensions  to  the  'Works  were  com¬ 
pleted  during  1963.

WATER  SUPPLIES 

(a)  Piped  Supply 

The  bulk  of  the  water  supply  of  the  town  is  derived  from  the 
uplands  of  Charnwood  Forest,  a  sparsely  populated  district.  After 
storage  at  Blackbrook  and  Nanpantan  reservoirs  the  water  is  purified 
by  passage  through  primary  pressure  filters,  followed  by  slow  sand 

filtration  and  finally  by  treatment . with  chlorine  and  has  a  high 

degree  of  bacterial  purity.  The  water  has  no  plumbo- solvent  action. 


Owing  to  the  needs  of  the  town  outstripping  the  quantity  of 
water  available  from  this  local  source  it  has  been  necessary  to 
go  further  afield  and  an  average  of  1.35  million  gallons  of  water 
per.  day  is  available  from  the  River  Dove  Water  Board.  This,  by 
arrangement  with  Leicester  City,  is  an  admixture  of  the  Dove  and 
Derwent  water  in  order  to  reduce  the  hardness  of  the  water  from 
the  River  Dove. 


40  samples  of  water  for  bacteriological  examination  were 
taken  during  the  year,  4  from  the  raw  water  and  36  from  the 
treated  water.  10  samples  (4^aw  and  6  treated)  were  taken  for 
chemical  analysis.  All  the  results  were  satisfactory.

ICE  CREAM 

(a)  Registration 

There  are  no  premises  registered  for  the  manufacture  of  ice 
cream  but  210  premises  are  registered  for  its  storage  and  sale. 

58  visits  to  registered  premises  and  inspections  of  mobile 
ice  cream  vans  were  made  to  ensure  that  precautions  against  con¬ 
tamination  were  observed. 

(b)  Compositional  Analysis 

16  samples  of  ice  cream  submitted  for  analysis  were  reported 
as  Genuine.  The  fat  content  ranged  between  6.0%. and  13.0%. 

The  Food  Standards  (ice  Cream)  Order  1953  stipulates  inter  alia 
a  minimum  of  5%  fat.  (Figures  supplied  by  the  Chief  Inspector, 
Public  Control  Department,  County  of  Leicester) . 
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MEAT  AND  FOOD  INSPECTION 


(a)  Food 

Food  inspection  was  again  prominent  in  the  Inspectors1  duties 
and  3217i  lbs.  of  foodstuffs  were  surrendered  for  condemnation  and 
disposed  of  by  burial  on  the  Council’s  controlled  refuse  tip. 

(b)  Food  Hygiene  Regulations 

Routine  attention  has  been  given  to  the  premises  of  all 
food  traders  and  the  nature  and  type  of  improvements  effected

( c)  Bacteriological  Examination  of  Meat  Products

Further  random  and  check  samples  (19)  of  made-up  meat 
products  have  been  taken  from  butchers  (7) and  submitted  for 
bacteriological  examination. 

These  types  of  foods,  usually  consumed  as  purchased 
without  further  application  of  heat,  have  the  disadvantage,  should 
they  become  contaminated,  that  they  form  an  excellent  medium  for 
the  growth  of  organisms  associated  with  food  poisoning;  otherwise 
they  are  a  wholesome  and  nutritious  type  of  food. 

The  results  have  indicated  a  continuing  improvement  in  the 
retail  product  due  to  education  and  advice  directed  towards 
improved  handling  techniques,  together  with  the  siting  of  hand 
washing  facilities  particularly  in  ordinary  retail  food  shops  in, 
or  as  near  as  is  conveniently  possible,  to  the  food  room.  The 
necessity  for  sterilisation  of  equipment  immediately  prior  to  use 
in  the  preparation  of  foods  has  been  stressed. 

(d)  Knacker1 s  Yard 

The  licenced' Knacker’ s  Yard  continued  during  the -year  and 
conditions  were  found  to  be  satisfactory.  23  visits  were  made. 

(e)  Slaughterhouses 

1551  day,  evening  and  week  end  visits  have  been  made  to  the 
remaining  two  licenced  slaughterhouses  by  your  Inspectors  for  the 
purpose  of  examining  the  dressed  carcases  and  offals  in  accordance 
with  the  Meat  Inspection  Regulations  1963  and  so  ensuring  a  disease 
free  meat  supply  in  the  shops .

(e)  Slaughterhouses  (Continued) 

From  the  1st.  April  the  Council  decided  to  adopt  the  maximum 
charges  for  meat  inspection  which  may  be  imposed  under  the  Meat 
Inspection  Regulations  1963.  The  estimated  annual  income  was 
estimated  to  be  approximately  £160.

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NOISE  ABATEMEOT  ACT  I960 


Section  1  enacts  that  noise  or  vibration  which  is  a  nuisance 
at  common  law  shall  become  a  statutory  nuisance  which  may- -be  dealt 
with  under  the  nuisance  clauses  of  the  Public  Health  Act  1936. 

The  Council,  if  satisfied  as  to  the  existence  of  a  noise  or 
vibration  nuisance,  may  serve  an  Abatement  Notice  on  the  person 
causing  the  nuisance  or  on  the  owner  or  occupier  of  the  premises 
on  which  it  arises.  If  the  Abatement  Notice  is  not  complied 
with  it  can  be  enforced  by  proceedings  in  the  Magistrates  Court. 

In  the  case  of  noise  or  vibration  caused  in  the  course  of  a  trade 
or  business  it  is  a  defence  in  any  proceedings  to  show  that  the 
best  practicable  means  have  been  used  for  preventing  it  and 
counteracting  its  effect. 

It  was  unnecessary  during  the  year  under  review  for  any 
Statutory  action  to  be  taken  as  informal  approach  and  advice  by 
your  officers  usually  brought  about  considerable  improvements  in 
the  level  of  noise  complained  of  or  its  complete  abolition.

(f)  Clean  Air  Act  1956 

During  the  year  three  applications  were  submitted  and  approved 
by  the  Council  for  "prior  approval"  in  respect  of  proposed  boiler 
plant  furnace  installations  at  individual  and  college  premises, 
and  three  approvals  were  also  given  to  chimney  height  proposals. 

There  are  four  Works  in  the  Council’s  area  which  are  controlled 
under  the  Alkali  etc.  Works  Regulations  Act  1906  (as  extended), 
and  which  are  registered  with  the  Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local 
Government.  At  these  the  processes  of  making  bricks  and  tiles 
and  the  production  of  certain  chemicals  are  under  the  control  of 
the  District  Alakli  Inspector,  as  is  also  a  fourth  process  which, 
on  a  small  scale,  is  concerned  with  the  burning  of  scrap  cable  to 
remove  the  insulation,  and  control  is  necessary  because  of  the 
increasing  amount  of  cable  covered  with  polyvinyl-chloride  which 
gives  off  phosgene  on  burning.

The  general  requirements  of  the  Act  are  directed  to  making 
provision  for  the  safety,  health  and  welfare  of  people  employed 
in  these  premises,  with  the  exception  that  premises  where  only 
self-employed  persons  work  and  certain  close  relatives  of  an 
employer  are  not  covered  by  it* 

It  has  been  estimated  that  some  four-fifths  of  the  working 
population  of  Britain  are  employed  in  offices  and  shops.  It  is 
remarkable,  therefore,  that  such  people  have  had  to  wait  so  long 
for  the  introduction  of  measures  to  regulate  and  control  environ¬ 
mental  conditions  in  offices  and  shops  to  a  standard  comparable 
with  those  enjoyed  for  many,  many  years  by  their  industrial 
colleagues . 

Since  1st  .May  1964  everyone  employing  or  intending  to  employ 
people  in  office,  shop  or  railway  premises  has  been  required  to 
register  the  premises  with  the  Local  Council  by  the  31st. July. 

The  number  of  Notices  of  Registration  of  Premises  (OSR  l) 
received  by  3lst.July  was  293  and  this  represented  77%  of  the 
number  of  Registrations  (330)  received  by  31st .December ,  but  it 
is  not  possible  at  this  stage  to  say  what  percentage  this  number 
is  of  the  registrable  premises  in  the  Borough. 

To  date,  of  the  79  premises  inspected,  59  failed  to  comply 
with  the  Act  in  some  respect,  although  these  lapses  have  been 
no  more  serious  than  failing  to  provide  a  first  aid  kit  (23) , 
a  thermometer  (44) ,  or  to  suitably  mark  sanitary  accommodation 
(10) *  Of  greater  consequence  has  been  lack  of  hot  water  supplies 
over  wash  hand  basins  (23) .  altogether  157  deficiencies  have 
been  discovered.

During  the  year  there  has  been  a  fairly  general  improvement 
in  the  houses  in  multiple  occupation.  Two  factors  have  contributed 
to  this: 

1.  there  has  been  a  tendency  for  immigrants  (mainly  Asiatic) 
to  occupy  more  houses  with  a  smaller  number  of  persons  per 
house;  and 

2.  many  of  these  immigrants  are  now  bringing  their  wives  and 
children  to  join  them  and  this  tends  to  create  improved 
environment. 

These  factors  have  reduced  the  total  number  of  houses  in  multiple 
occupation  from  approximately  50  in  the  summer  months  to  the  December 
figure  of  22.  It  is  possible  that  when  the  expansion  of  certain 
firms  in  the  district  is  completed  a  further  influx  of  immigrants 
will  take  place  and  the  problem  be  again  accentuated.  The  Council 
must  face  the  fact  that  apart  from  further  immigrants  arriving  in 
the  town  from  outside  there  will  be  a  natural  increase  over  the 
years  arising  from  those  families  which  become  established  in  the 
Borough.  On  this  account  and  due  to  the  fact  that  conditions 
change  from  week" tu"~weuk" in  ' exist ing“houSes  constant  inspection 
and  re- inspection  of  all  properties  becomes  necessary.  As  the 
population  of  immigrants  increases  there  will  be  an  urgent  need 
for  properly  organised  welfare  facilities  to  be  available  for  these 
people,  since  integration,  a  difficult  process  at  the  best  of  times, 
is  complicated  by  the  difficulties  of  language,  custom  and  religion. 

It  should  be  noted  that  provision  has  been  made  at  one  local 
slaughterhouse  for  a  controlled  system  of  slaughtering  of  sheep 
which  satisfies  the  Mohammedan  laws  and  this  is  working  reasonably 
smoothly  and  has  obviated  some  of  the  nuisance  caused  by  the 
slaughter  of  poultry,  which  forms  an  alternative  diet,  on  domestic 
premises .

In  practice  several  problems  have  arisen,  and  in  connection 
with  the  language  difficulties  I  am  grateful  to  the  several  people 
who  have  come  forward  to  act  as  interpreters.  These  people  have 
also  assisted  the  Department  in  locating  houses  in  multiple 
occupation  and  in  trying  to  assist  in  arranging  for  work  to  be 
carried  out.

Prevention  of  Damage  by  Pests  Act  1949

(a)  Refuse  Collection  and  Disposal 

In  March  it  was  decided  that,  unless  some  re-organisation  were 
adopted,  many  of  the  potential!,  benefits  of  Works  Study  in  the  Health 
and  Highways  Sections  would  be  lost  so  it  was  decided  that  the 
existing  Cleansing  and  Highways  Departments  be  combined  under  a 
Works  Superintendent  who  would  be  responsible  to  the  Borough  Surveyor. 

At  the  March  meeting  of  the  Health  Committee  it  was  decided 
to  continue  the  paper  sack  round  for  a  further  year  and  then  to 
reconsider  its  extensions  when  next  year' s  estimates  are  considered. 
Dissatisfactionswith  the  scheme's  operation  have  been  inability 
to  maintain  a  seven  days  frequency  due  to  additional  sacks  requiring 
collection  above  the  evaluation  for  the  round;  inexperience  of 
collectors  due  to  a  very  high  turnover  in  labour;  bad  weather 
conditions,  and  a  number  of  complaints  concerning  damage  to  sacks 
by  animals.  The  inability  to  maintain  sufficient  labour  for  all 
sections  caused  a  drop  in  the  tonnage  of  waste  paper  salvage  baled 
and  sold.
